LV vet gets high 
school diploma

After collecting his high 
school diploma on Mon- 
day, Ed Hall was peppered 


with the sort of queries that 


freshly minted grads often 


get: Are you going to prom? 


Are you going to buy a car? 
Is there a bachelor’s degree 
in your future? 

Hall didn’t answer, but 
his questioners wouldn’t 
have heard if he did. They 
were too busy laughing. 

That’s because Hall is a 
94-year-old World War II 
veteran and survivor of the 


1941 attack on Pearl Harbor 


who figured he was about 
75 years overdue for his 
diploma. 

“Iam just overwhelmed 
to know that I am now a 
high school graduate,” he 
said, gripping a framed 
diploma. 

The diploma arrived 
recently from Greenwood, 
South Carolina, bearing
